Washington's birthday was coming,
and T concluded to do some reading of
the historical evenis with which he
was ldentifled in the flesh. There wers
several events in which I took greater
futerest than others, That which espe.
clally arrested my attention was the
treason of Beonedict Arnold. When the
Itevolutionary war opened Arnold was
nn apothecary in New Haven.

On the night before the 22d of Feb
ruary 1 read about Washington, Ar
nold, Andre and others till late. It was
nearly midnight when I lald my book
on a table beside me and, leaning back
in my chair, fell to musing about the
events In which these three were con-
cverned.

Whetlier I fell asleep, whether I had
a sort of nightmare or whether 1
dreamed I cannot say. At any rate;
1 had a singular experience. The door
opened, and I looked into what seemed
to me a smak office. At a desk sat a
man in Continental uniform. He was
an elderly man and of large frame.
Then 1 saw a young wman in uniform-—
he wore a red coat—enter this office
and approach the man at the desk.
The Iatter turned hils face, and 1 rec-
ognized General Washington. The oth-
er was very pale.

“Your excellency,” said the latter,
“I come to make an appeal for my life.
You have approved the sentence of
the court martial, and I am to be hang-
e tomorrow. I ask that you will hear
the reasons why I should not be exe-
cuted.”

“Proceed with them."

“The principal in the raatter for
which I am to suffer has escaped. You
cannot punish him. [ did not agree
to surrender West Polnt. 1 did not
possess West Point: therefore I could
not surrender {t. I wmerely transmit-
ted his agreement. Would you hang
a post official who carrled a letter bear-
ing a treasonable agreement and let
the traltor go free? True, you have
not permitted the traltor to go free,
but be, having estaped you'—

At this juncture a man whom [ had
not seen before—he had been hidden
in a dark corner—stepped forward and
sild to the general:

“Major Andre is right, general. 1
am alone responsible for this deed that
bas been called treachery. It was my
privilege at the beginning of this strug-
2l to choose the side 1T would take. [
nnwisely choge the rebel canse. Later
1 saw my error and tried to do some-
thlug to ntone for it. My loyalty to the
king came late, but it came in time to
gave me from the taint of treason to
my lawful soverelgn. I trust that since

you cannot punish me for what you |

esteem my trgnson you will not vent
Jour Ire on this young man, who was
merely & messenger,”

Then Washlogton spoke, deliberate-

Iy, ealmly, and it seemed that each
word had the welght of a mountaln:
“Benedict Arooid, you are an llus-
tration of the adage, ‘Put a beggar on
horseback and he will ride to the devil'
When the colonles called her sons to

necticut shop. It was ambition rather
than patriotlsm that caused your re-
sponse, You wished to take advan-
tage of war to carve out a career for
yourself. You did this. Your remark-
able march through the Maine wilder
ness upon Quebec ghowed that you pos-
#ess the energy essentinl to a SUCCess-
ful commander. It ig due to you
chiefly that Burgoyne's surrender was
achieved.

“When you went to Philadelphin
with the reputation of a successful
general and married fnto one of the
principal Tory famllies there, yon were
stil] the New Haven apothecary trans.
formed. You were not satisfied with
your laurels. You wished congress to
give you the command of the Conti-
nental army. Not obtaining it, you
asked for the command of the main
military position between the north
and south colonles, with a view to
taking revenge upon your fellow coun.
trymen by surrendering it to Clinton.
Had you aucceeded you wonld have
broken vour country Into two parts,
with the enemy between them.

“This young man will die a death
which you will only too often wish
that you had died. He will have paid
the penalty of having been allied with
a traitor, and his death will end his
connection with this lamentable affair.
You will live to be execrated not ounly
by your countrymen and by successive
generations of Americans, but by the
world. Punishment for your crime will
be visited on the heads of your chil-
fdren and your children’s children for
centuries to come."

The figures faded before me, but 1
was not returned to possession of my
faculties for some hours later. After
this interval of oblivion there was a
sound as of something falling. I open-
ed my eyes, and the day was just
breaking. It seemed to me that the
sound I bad heard was the dropping
of the trap under one who wag belng
hanged.

MAKES FOR RIGHT LIVING.

Work of Boy Scouts, Girl Scouts and

Campfire Girls.

Fdueationn] work of the boy scouts,
girl seouts, and the eampfire girls is de-
goribed in the annual report of the com-
missioner of education, department of
the interior just issued. In deseribing
the educational phase of boy scout work,
James E. West, chief scout executive,
declares: “The boy scout movement aims
to reinforee nll of the agencies which
make for right living and character de-
velopment in the youth of America. It
docs not seck to supersede the home,
thurch, or school, but to supplement these
Institutions largely in the leisure time of
the bay; and to impart by means of its
own programs and exercises the virtues
of chivalry, honor, and good citizenship.
The character-building work of the
movement is presented to bovs in what
Is meant to be an “attractive wrapping.”
It is based lurgely on the method of
learning by doing, in order that boys
may bhe taught to be resourceful and self-
reliant in all situstions in which they
may be placed.

“The movement is non-sectarian and
non-political.  Its program offers to the
moral experience, largely out-of-doors,
und caleulated to develop a love of coun-
try, God, and neighbor. For its success
the movement depends upon the volun-
tury leadership of men of high ideals,
who sesve as scoul masters and scout
commissioners.  The educational aspect
of the work is emphasized by the fact
that of the 7,067 men who held commis-
pions as scout masters on Dec. 31 last,
about 65 per cent. are college men and
over 80 per cent. have either a high
echool or a college education; 1,655 give
their occupation as clergymen, and 700
= public school teachers; others are
professional men, journulists, students,
or engaged in mechanical or mercantile
pursuits. In practically every one of the
8530 chartered conncils, the public schools
are definitely represented through the
service of the school superintendent on

Tn describing the educational work of
the girl scouts, Mr. Montague Gammon,
the executive sceretary, shows how the

ftit-n. He says: “The girl scout program,
presenting all of its activities in group
work, pre-eminently fills a distinet need
in the equipment of women for modern
life. In its requirements for the three
grades of scouting and for the proficien-
¢y badges, the organization is emphasiz-
ing the home-making occupations and
virtues. Nursing and first sid occupy a
prominent place in the training.”

“While the girl scouts’ organization is
non-sectarian, it is distinctly religious.
Hach girl is expected to live up to the
tenets of her parficular church., She ean-
not be n good scout unless she is faith-
ful to her own religion.”

Group tenching by mothers is one of |
the features of the work of the cnmpfire
girla, as deseribed by Mrs, Cecclin Far-
well in the burean’s report. She points
out how one mother whao is especially
good in making bread, will invite all the
girla of a group to her home on Saturday
and teach them how to make bread,
while another, who excels in sewing, or
some other form of home ernft, will take |
them into her home for the mext meoet-
ing. In speaking of the system of “hon-
ors,” Mra. Farwell declares:

“While mothers are encouraged to eo-

Washing Woolen Blankets,

The most important thing to remember
in washing woolen blunkets or clothing is
that the temperature of the water used
should be practically the same through
out. If the water used to wush in s
cold, rinse in cold water: if the washing |
witer is warm, rinse in warm water.
Hot water should never be used, hiowever,

This i= my way of washing blankets, |
and it alwnys leaves them soft and fluf
fy, with the least possible amount of
shrinkage: | shave a bar of good white
soap into a quart of water and let it
stand overnight. 1 then heat it until the
sonp is dissolved, add a cup of borax!
and pour the mixture into a tub of eold
witter. I then immerse the blunkets and
let them soak for 24 hours. Uspally all
the dirt is thoroughly loosened by this
time, but & few spots may have to be
rubbed, I then rinse through eold soft
water twice, and hang out to dry.—

Farm Boys Fill the Pulpits.

If you are a salesman there s little
chance your son will become a minis-
ter, while If you are & farmer the
chances are the best, nud if you are a
minister the chances are thanext best.
